THE TOBACCO BILL LOSING GROUND AND THE 
TARIFF REPORT GAINING GREATLY.

Wasuinerton, D. C., Dec. 7.—The members 
of the Ways and Means Committee have ap- 
parently become satisfied that the temper of 
the House and of the country requires that 
immediate action should be taken on the Tar- 
iff Commission report, and the committee ac- 
cordingly decided this morning to begin the 
immediate preparation of a general tariff bill 
based on the recommendations of the 
commission. The report of the commission 
is acknowledged by all members of the 
House who have read itto be an admirable 
document, infinitely better than anybody ex- 
pected to be produced. Of course 
parts of it are upsatisfactory to 
high protectionists like Kelley and 
Errett, while, on the other hand, such men 
as Morrison and Tucker would prefer that it 
should go much farther in the way of reduc- 
wons. U is exceedingly pleased with 
the recommendations as a whole, declaring 
that they fully justify the action of -those 
Democrats who voted for the Tariff Commis- 


sion bill. 
IN THE DISCUSSIONS 


of the committee this morning the general 
tone of comment on the commission’s recom- 
mendations was favorable, and there was lit- 
tle dissent from the preposition to procees at 
once with the Tariff Revision Dill.

There 
are many conservative members of both 
Houses who regret that the Ways and Means 


Committee was so precipitate in reporting 


the bill to repeal the tobacco tax. It has 
somewhat embarrassed the systematic re- 
duction of taxation which is desired. It is, 
for the moment, in the interests 
of the protectionists, although the bill 
was supported by all the Democrats 
except Morrison. The belief is rapidly gain- 
ing ground among Western men that the re- 
duction of taxation should begin with the 
tariff, and the action of the Ways and Means 
Committee today undoubtedly means that an 
eifort is to be made to bring the subject of 
tariff revision before the House for discussion 
before the bill to repeal the tebacco tax is 
considered, The Democrats are not averse 
to relieving tobacco of taxation, but many of 
them strongly object to

as clearly in the interest of the existing 
tariff. Reports from the South show that the 
agitation has prostrated the tobacco business, 
and that a speedy and permanent settlement 
of the subject is earnestly desired, A new 
element enters into the question of tax and 
tariff reduction. That is, Will the Govern- 
ment have any surplus? Or, Will it have 
such a surplus as will warrant the consider- 
able chan in the existing system of taxa- 
tion which are proposed? An investigation 
of the condition of the Treasury discloses 
some facts which are by no means clearly set 
forth in any of the Government reports. The 
Secretary of the Treasury, having a statement 
of receipts and expenditures for the first three 
months before him estimates that the entire 
surplus for the year will be about $120,000,- 
000, of which $44,500,000 must be used for 
the sinking fund, leaving $75,500,000 to be ex- 
pended in redeeming other bonds and carry- 
ing on the work of paying the National debt. 
‘The Secretary will have, therefore, in the 
year about $120,000,000 which can be used in 
redeeming bonds or taking un the Govern- 
pans interest-bearing notes oülstanding. It

THE EDMUNDS LAW HAS PROVED A FAII-

A MEMORIAL. 

Haskell, of Kansas, presented in the House 
today a memorial indorsed by the Gentile 
citizens of Utah, which was referred to the 
Judiciary Committge. Among other things 
it sets forth that the Edmunds law, a step in 
the right direction, does not go far enough, 
and has not effeeted, gor will it effect, the de- 
sired reform.

“it disfranchises not less than 16,000 per- 
sons who would otherwise be voters, yet such 
is the servility of the followers of the priest- 
hood that such disfranchisement has no prac- 
tical effect on the remainder of the sect. 
The local government is still composed of 
the Mormon Church, and the Modrmon 
Church constitutes the local Government to 
as full an extent as before. The disfran- 
chised portion dictates the course of those 
who are not disfranchised as completely and 
absolutely as before, and there are no in- 
dications of any desire or intention on the 
part of the latter to assert themselves as 
against their disfranchised superiors.” In 
support of this statement, the memorialists 
present a table showing the result of the 
election for Delegates since 1870, when the 
Mormons cast 21,656 and the Liberals 1,169 
votes. 

THE LARGEST MORMON VOTE EVER CAST 
was in 1874, being 24,861, the Liberals casting 
the same year 4,598. The next highest vote 
of both parties was cast last month, when 
the Mermon vote was 23,030 and the Liberal 
vote 4.884. The memorialists continue: 
The Mormon ple regard the past efforts 
of the National Government as weak and 
futile, and as indicating that the Government 
is not in 3 in its eos tg: van nage of 
suppress polygamy and priestly dom- 
ination in civil affairs in Utah. 
The jaws already enacted have served 
only as a gentle irritant, have 
consolidated the people, strengthened the 
control of the Mormon priests over their fol- 
lowers, and failed to diminish the celebra- 
tion of polygamous marriages, for the reason 
that they regard the church superior to the 
Government.“ 

The memorialists recommend further leg- 
islation, and pray for the establishment of a 
Legislative Council for Utah, the members to 
be appointed by the President and contirmed 
by the Senate, and to be clothed with legis- 
lative powers.

the ticket. On the cross it was elicited that she 
was an iamate of Hattie Rugemann’s house of 
ill- fa me. 

Mrs. Harvey was recalled with a view of prov- 
ing that Georgie was a proper person at the time 
she was in ber employ.

THE MOTHER OF THE MURDERED MAN, 
who has so patiently sat through tho trial, took 
the stand. It was evident to every one in daily 
attendauce upon the trial that she was no ordi- 
nary woman, and it was expected that when sue 
took the stand the presence of the mother as 
coptrasted with that of the mistress would pro- 
duce a deep impression upon the jury. And 
such it undoubtedly did. She testitied that ber 
name was Sybil Catherine Stiles, that she 
had lived since ,1840 at Dixon, III., and 
was the widow of E. B. Stiles, who 
died Aug. 26, 1881, in this city, and was also the 
mother of the deveased Charies Stiles, who, at 
the time of his death was 33 years of age. 
Charies spent the first tifteen years of his life iu 
Dixon, pursuing his studies, and then spent sev- 
erai years in Dresden studying German and 
other branches ot learning, and French at Ge- 
neva. He had lived in Cuſoago sinve 1867. He 
was not familiar at all with Italian, and knew 
very little indeed about the language ut that 
time. His saiary as Caller on the Board of 
Trade was 63.500 per year with a vacation of 
two months a year, or $6,000 with no vacation.

RICHARD. D. STILES,

his home, No. 2719 Indiana avenue, 
when Chariey came up and said that 
us he had a bath-room and closet on the floor 
where he lived, and as the old gentleman was 
somewhat decrepit; he bad better go there in- 
stead of to Indiana avenue. Witness did not ac- 
company them; did not know that Charley was 
living on Wabash avenue, and did not know Miss 
Sturia, and had never heard of her when he 
called at the nouse at 9 o'clock the next mern- 
ing. Madeleine answered his ring, and he sup- 

she was the servant. The third day be 
called be saw Mise Sturia for the second time. 
She came in and asked Chariey if she should put 
oo ber diamonds, and he advised her not to put 
them on. 

After the funeral and while at Dixon Chariey 
gave witness a verbal message to deliver to the 

efendant, and upon arriving ia town on the 
28th or Wih of August he went straight to No. 
371 Wabash avenue and bad an interview with 
Madeline. Chariey before leaving bad prom- 
ised to give bera photo of his father, and told 
witness to tell her that he would not return to 
Chicago; that be had rented the flat to another 
person; and that he had given an order for its 
95 to this person. 

Madeline was very taékative, and told him how 
they met tu Baitimore, went the rounds of the 
races, and so on; that be had always made her 
the banker or custodian of his money., because 
he thought it was safer with her as he was al- 
ways speculating on the Board of Trade, and 
that she had bad as much as $700 of bis money 
atone time. There was potb unusual in her 
mauer or speech. After this he did not see her 
until the day of the bomicide, when he called 
on ber at about 2 O clock at the armory. She 
walked forward, extended her hand through the 
bars, and shook hands with bim. He asked der 
for a key in order to get Chariey’s trunk, but 
she said there were some articles of hers in it. 
and he proposed to bave a policeman go with 
her in order that she might separate her arti- 
cies from his, and let the trunks be shipped to 
Dixon. She was very anxious to have bim ad- 
mitted to her cell for a private talk, but the 
policeman would not permit it. 

The witness had calied upon Mrs. Harvey 
along about July 17 for the purpose of inform- 
ing bimsel better as to Charles’ bubits of life, 
and was then told by ber that Madeline bad the 
warks on her throat the night before the killing. 

The cross-examination failed to shake the 

witness in avy particular, and Mr. Trude only 
succeeded in bringing out the fact that a son of 
the witness was supposed to bave committed 
suicide in the West Division in 1871 and a denial 
that this son and Charlies Stiles were ever 
interested in a Fourth avenue bagnio. Ia- 
cidentally, during the cross, Mr. Trude 
said, “I can’t furnish intellect for both ends of 
this case.” I'm aware, sir, of your inability 
in that direction,“ retorted Mr. Milis as quick as 
u flash. A moment or two later Mr. Trude re- 
trieved his fallen fortune by asking the wit- 
ness: The Owl Ciub derives its name from a 
bird that stays up all night, does it not?’ The 
court prom ptiy ruled it out, but it convuised tne 
court- room witb laughter all the same. 
* The evidence for the State in rebuttal is not 
likely to be concluded jn time to admit of a ver- 
dict in the case sooper than the middie or end 
of next week. 


OBITUARY. 


Death at Iowa City, Ia., of John W. Por- 
ter, a Prominent Business-Man. 
Sveciat Dispatch to The Chicaao Tribune. 

Iowa City, Ia., Dec. 7.—This city will be 
startled tomorrow morning by the announce- 
ment of the death of Col. John W. Porter, Presi- 
dent of the State Agricultural Society, at his 
home in this city tonight. No man’s death will 
be more sincerely mourned by the people of 
Iowa than that of this eminent citizen. Mr. 
Porter was born Abril 26, 1839, in Wooster; Wayne 
County, Ohio. His father was one of the pro- 
prietors of the Western Stage Company, which 
was transferred from Ohio to Iowa in 1854. His 
father moved to this city in 1855. The subject 
of this sketch immediately entered the univer- 
sity, which then occupied the building now used 
by Mercy Hospital. He attended the institution 
until it closed in 1857, when he went to Bethany, 
W. Va., where he graduated in seyeral depart- 
ments. He was there at the begioning of the 
War in 1861. He returned home in that year 
and entered the State University, remaining but 
a short time, when: the entered the army. en- 
listing as First Lieutenant in Company F of the 
Twenty-second Regiment of lowa Volunteers. 
Shortly after enlisting sickness in the fam- 
ily compelled dim to return home. He 
succeeded his father in the stage bussiness, car- 
rying it on from 1863 to 1870. March 18, 1868, he 
started in the iumber basiness, and bas since 
conducted it very successfully. Mr. Porter was 
one of the Directors of the State Ayricultural 
Society tor a term of two years, and wag elected 
its President in January, 1881. He was Presi- 
dent of the Inter-State Assoviation of the 
Boards of Agricu:iture, which was orwanized at 
Chicago Nov. 9, 1881. He was President of the 
National Association of Lumber-Dealers in 
1:78 and 1879, the principal ollices of 
wiich ere located in Chicago. This has 
grown to be the most successful trade orwaniza- 
tion in the world. Mr. Porter was stilia Di- 
rector. Mr. Porter's interest in educationai ar- 
fairs is attested by the fact that he bas been a 
member of the lowa City School Board for ten 
years, and was School Treasurer fora term of 
four years. He was married Maren 4, 1863, to 
Miss Louisa Morsman, and four of their six 
children are living. In all public affairs Mr. 
Porter bas taken active interest, and de 13 a 
leader in all enterprises ‘which can possibly 
be of benefit to the city or any class 
of its residents, being at his death President of 
the lowa City Board of Trade Generous and 
willing to assist in good undertakings, his en- 
couragement and liberul assistance Dave made 
his presence a power in the city and State, and a 
veritable biessing to struggling enterprises and 
individuals. The suddenvess of his death ia a 
severe blow, as he has been sick only a few 
days.

The Philharmonic Soclety’s Concert. 
The music of the crackling woq; upen the 


bearth or of the hissing coal within tne grate 


was a more potent attraction last night than 
any promise of “concord of sweet sounds” or 
of “harmonious melodies” at Central Music- 
Hall, and the audience that should have been 
in attendance at the first concert this season by 
the Philharmonic Society voted almost unanim- 
ously to stay at home rather than to face a 
therniometer several degrees below zero to 


} gratify its love of music. On the whole the 


resolution was commendable, and most of those 
who did brave the cold without and sat shiver- 
ing inthe coid within the Music-Hall would 
have gladiy changed places with the large ma- 
jority “ who found home the pleasantest place. 
Not that the concert was without merit, 
but the best concert in the world 
would be shorn of many of its attractions if the 
listener was obliged to pass his time wondering 
how long before the atmosphere in the hall 
woul below Zero, and whether six or eight 
graing of quinine would be necessary to cure the 
neurailigic pains due to unwarrantable exposure 
to cold air and draughts. It was cold every- 
where in the hail, and the small audience, about 
the size of those drawn together by the old 
Philharmonic, mauifested considerable courage 
in sitting throug the performance under such 
uofavorabie circumstances, Of concert 
itself perhaps the less said the better. Tne 
orchestra numbered but thirty-six men, and, 
despite frequent rehearsals, played without 
spirit, interest, or an intelligeut conception of 
requirements of scores. Its most ap- 
parent intention was to get through as quickly 
as possible. That this was whuolly. their 
fault we do not believe. Something must be al- 
lowed for the discouraging influence of an al- 
wost empty house, and someth 
the frigidity of the atmosphere, but something 
was also due to poor leadership—a statement not 
pleasant to make, but evidently correct.

us really enjoyable orchestral entertainments 
by bome talent. But the concert last night dis- 
pelled the illusion, and we are obliged to ¢on- 
elude either that the estimate then made of Mr. 
Liesegwang’s ability as a conductor was unwar- 
ranted, or that he was careiess, indifieren 
uuabie to control bis men during last night's 
performance. He was entirely lacking 
in inspiration, his time beat was 
faulty in the Tannnbauser number 
and the Beethoven smyphony has never been so 
badly rendered in this city to our knowledge. 
The t numbers on the ram were the first 
and the last, which were creditably performed, 
but the more trying selections were disappoint- 
ing. In the second movement of the symphony, 
tor instance, the rendering was cold, there was 
an entire lack of delicacy and refinement, and 
of that placidity and shading without which it 


loses charucter entirely. There were several 


bad s in this moveinent, and also in the fol- 
lowing one, the beauty of the finer passages be- 
ing almost entirely lost. Not once during the 
evening was a true pianissimo effect attained, 
and for these shortcomings the leader must 
be ‘held responsi bie. to the 
“Tanphauser” selections, it is always 
hazardous to attempt to place any part of a 
Wannerian opera upon the .eoncert piatform. 
Mme. Hastreiter bas a superdD natural voice, 
rich and full, which she uses most inartistica 
making an unautborized use of portamente 
giving an arbitrary rendering to suit her own 
taste rather than the requirements of the part. 
Her pronunciation was faulty and her singing 
the least satisfactory work we have heard from 
her in some time.

Classical in outline, wonder- 
fully quick to reflect the minutest variations of 
thought and feeling, lit up by eyes exquisitly 
expressive and lustrous, and by a smile that 
just parts the lips sufficiently to show two rows 
of pearly little teeth, it possesses the additional! 
charm of a swect and womanly softness 
wat is infinitly winning and attractive. 
Add to these charms a lithe, straight, and grace- 
ful person, a clear, fairly-strong, and well-mod- 
ulated voice, a perfectly natural action, an ad- 
inirable delivery, a rare responsiveness to every 
demand of shifting emouon, and, withal, the 
— of absolute identification of herself with 
er role, and the picture is fairly complete. With 
all these graces, backed as taey are by au 
amount of talent which it is hard to distinguish 
trom genius. it is little wonder if Mile. Rbéa's 
friends ciaim for her an ultimate place among 
the divinities of the stage. There is but one 
thing that may be lacking to make that degree 
uf success.all but certain. That possible one 
thing is tragic power combined with suf- 
ticient seif-command to restrain it within 
artistic bounds. 80 far as Mile. Rhea 
hus yet shown, she has failed toscaie the top- 
most hights of passion; but whether the failure 
be the resultof want of ability or waut of ex- 
perience, time alone can tel.

An Ohic Judge Hules that Public 
Schoot-Houses Caunot Be Used for 
Religious or Sunday-School Pur-

CINCINNATI, O., Dec. 7.~—A novel de- 
cided fin the Cincinpati Common Pleas Court 
this afternoon. Elizab@th Patterson and Nich- 
olas Patterson, her husband. brought suit 
against Board of Educators of Symwes 
Township to restrain the detendants from using 
their school-house in that district for 3 
Sc purposes. 
testimony that perm 
forthe use of the scbhool-Rouse for Sunday- 
school purposes was granted, that such 
permission had been construed by a denomina- 
tion known as New Lights” to bold religious 
services in the house. It was claimed by the 
piaintitfs that such use was illegal, and 
to damage the building and to injure them as 
taxpayers of the district. aefend- 
ants claimed thar such was not 
Ulexal: that the sunday-school tended to the 
moral and musical education of the scholars, 
and afforded facilities for instruction in morals 
and music which could not otherwise be af- 
forded to the children of the district. In ren- 
dering his decision Judeæe Connor said: “No 
one has a higber regard tor Sunday-schoo!l 
or church services than have, 
but I cannot believe that it was 
the intention of the law to hold that it would 
authorize the use of public-school property for 
purely religious education. That perty is 
maintained or should be maintained simply for 
secular educattion. No one will deny that in- 
struction in morals and music may be giv- 
en in the public schools, but it must 
be a part of the secular education. It 
must not amount to simply religious education. 
It seems to me clear that school property cannot 
be used for religious or Sunday-echool N 
which by the very fact of its being religious in 
character might well debar all or a portion of 
the children of the district from attending by 
reason of the religious convictions or conscien- 
tious scruples of such children or their parents. 
The injunction will be made perpetual, restrain- 
ing the Board of Education trom permitting 
said schoolbouse to be used fur Suaday-schooi 
or other religious purposes.” | 


GRAMMAR A CURSE. 


The St. Louis School- Teachers Want it 
Abolished. 
St. Louis Republican, Dec. 3. 
The St. Louis Society of Pedagogy met yester- 


day morning in the Directors’ room of the Poly- 


technic Building, the meeting being the largest 
ever assembied. Mr. Orville Bright, of Chicago, 
was introduced, and delivered an entertaining 
address upon the subject of language lessons. 
He sai: How to teach English to English- 
speaking.children is a question which until 
within a very few years has little disturbed the 
comfortable jog trot of the average pedagog. 
For the acqltirement of this means of com- 
munication the little children have been left 
to the resources of the homes, the play-ground, 
and the street. How well these resources have 
been improved is demonstrated every time they 
open their mouths. But there has been a strange 
stir in the philologicai world of late—at least in 
the common-school corner of it. The motner 
tongue is usserting its right to atteation, and 
that with the . pupils in our schools. 
Somehow the idea seems to be gaining ground 
that it may be more pructicabie io form 

habits of speech while children are young than 
to break up the rock-rooted habitsof maturer 
years, which we all know only too well. Teacb- 
ers ere and there are waking up to the fact 
that with the average pupil—yes, better than the 
average the study of English grammar has not 
produced, and from the very nature of the case

be allowed in the grammar school. 

The speaker went on to show what utter rig- 
murole was the stuff in the average grammar 
used in the public schools. He clair that the 
system of diagraming the sentences was use- 
less and the ey of the analyses of sen- 
teuces makes analysis more absurd. The 
analysis of words and sentences are different 
according to the view of the various autnors, and 
the discussion of any one of a dozen sentences 
would involve the teachers preseat in as muen 
variance as would the discussion of a 
logical point. The system of parsing, 
analysis, and definitions was in the inion 
of the 
and it was nonsense to force boys and giris to 
learn it. It is a waste of time, not only to the 
teacher, but also to the pupil. Definitions are 
as a general thing mere combinatioos of words, 
and serve io the majority of instances only to 
befeg the mindof the pupil. Children have 
ideas when they come to sch d have a 
method of expressing those ideas. e method 
may be wrong, but can easily be The 
teacher shouid be friendly with the pupils, and 
converse with them upon topics with which their 
limited experience has made m iliar. 


Arithmetic and geography may be snaried into | 


the heads of children, but only by friendliness 
can the pupil receive the oo struction in 
the mode of exp ou. The 6 enfor 
his poiats with illustrations of the absurdity of 
given definitions, claiming that wher a child can 
use a word intelligentiy he kuows what the word 
means. Instructions should begin with object 
lessons, thus giving the children a correct idea 
of the meaning of terms.

About the middie of the grade the ir- 
regular verbs should be introduced, teaching 
the use of all parts of the verb. The peculiari- 
ties and difficulties of the lunguage snould be 
understood rather thun the. technicatities, and 
pupils should be thus prepared to take up the 
use of grammar in the higber grade. 

M. A. F. Hamilton favored the annihilation of 
the English grammar, and wanted a new method 
of teaching the English language in a common- 
— way, without the bewilderimg use of 
detinjtions. 

Superintendent Long stated that he bad al- 
ways been kiown as an advocate of the lan- 
guage lesson. In the Douglas School, Chicago, 
be had noticed the excellent results of u system 
of language lessons. 

Prot. Stevenson, Soldan. Ben Blewett, and 
Viekroy all agreed in the main points with the 
lecturer. and maintained that the grammar as 
now taught in the public schools is more ofa 
curse than a blessing, and not conducive to a 
proper uuderstanding and use of Engiish.

W. Dorsey and the @lleged prejudice of 
Judge Wylie. The insulting and scanaaluus 
affidavit in which the star-route lawyers de- 
clared that their clients could not have a fair 
and impartial trial before Judge Wylie was 
dismissed by that jurist with the curtly con- 
temptuous remark that they could file, it if 
they pleased, but that he would hear no 
argument upon it, and that the motion was 
overruled. All hope of delay was swept 
aside by the summary action of the court, 
and as soon as a jury can be secured the trial 
will proceed, with eyery probability that the 
former miscarriage of justice will not be re- 
peated on this occasion.

A LARGE and representative meeting of 


citizens of IIlinois was held at Springfield | 


yesterday to discuss ways and means for ob- 
taining better roads throughout the State. 
Those present included the chief executive 
officers of many cities, several merabers of 
the Legislature, and a number of gentlemen 
who in the performance of their duties as 
Highway Commissioners have had the sub- 
ject of» bad roads brought home to them. 
it did not take long to agree that Illinois 
was cursed with worse roads than any other 
section of civilized country, and there was a 
general expression that no State in the 
Union had worse road laws. Resolutions 
were adopted denouncing the laws which 
have proved such a complete failure and de- 
manding that the T hirty-third, General As- 
sembly should pass better ones. An Execu- 
tive Committee of fifteen was appointed to 
prepare a bill in consonance with the. ex- 
pressed desire of the conference, and a per- 
manent organization of the State Road As- 
sociation was effected. 


Vamos points in the report of the Post- 
master-General which are not covered @& the 
telegraphic abstract of that document are 
given this morning. The postal revenues in- 
creased from 8231.85 in 1877 to $41,876,410 
in the last fiscal year. There are now in 
operation 46,231 post-offices, 1,951 of which 
are filled by appointment of the President, 
and there are 66,299 persons employed by the 
department. The number of adhesive 
stamps, postal-cards, and stamped envelopes 
issued during the year was over 1,700,000,000, 
valued at nearly $41,000,000, More than 4,000- 
000 pieces of mail matter went to the Dead- 


A Letter Office, and in these were found money, 


checks, and money-grders representing over 
$2,000,000, The money-orders issued aggre- 
gated over $113,000,000, and, as the service 
realized a large profit, the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral recommends that the scale of fees be 
modified. He also favors the abolition of 
postage on second-class matter, and, as an 
alternative for the reduetion of first-class 
postage to two cents, suggests that the post- 
office should supply stamped envelopes ‘at 
the same price as adhesive stamps.

Tue Constitution of the United States 
states that Congress shall have power to 
lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts, and 
pay the debts and provide for the 
commorr defense and general welfare of the 
United States.” Under thjs power Congress 
has been levying taxes upon the people of 
the United States annually for nearly a 
quarter of a century, not for the purpose of 
paying the debts or for the general welfare, 
but for each dollar collected of revenue en- 
forcing the payment from the people 
of three or four other dollars for the pri- 


vate benefit and profit of a specially favored 


class. Members of Congress who have fa- 
voredand supported this infamous violation 
and perversion of the grant of power to lay 
and collect taxes for revenue have been large - 
ly disposed of by the people at the recent 
elections, and it will hardly become those of 
them who are left to attempt now to ques- 
tion whether the Constitution when it gave 
Congress power to regulate the inter-State 
commerce of the United States intended to 
give Congress the power to prevent and pro- 
hibit extortion and confiscation for trans- 
portation over the highways of commerce. 
It requires a delicacy of regard for the Con- 
stitution altogether too refined for common 
understanding, first to approve the perversion 
of the power to lay taxes for purposes of 
robbery and then to shudder at the responsi- 
bility of so regulating commerce that it will 
not cost more than the value of a year’s trop 
to pay the tolls for moving it over the public 
highways to market. : 
GOVERNOR-ELECT CLEVELAND did his 
whole duty while in the City of New York. 
He dined with the swallow-tailed respect- 
dbles of the Manhattan Club, called on the 
hero of Cipher alley, and paid his respects to 
the Tammatiy Chieftain, John Kelly. No 
figure of the rich mosaic of which the Dem 
cratic party of the Empire State is composed 
was neglected by the modest hero of the late 
election. Mr. Cleveland's visit to Gramercy 


Park is reported to have been very brief. It 


is not improbable that the Usufruct’s recep- 
tion of the young man from Buffalo was 
chilly. A speech so full of palpable insinua- 
tions against the repute of the Democratic 
party as that of Mr. Cleveland at the Manhat- 
tan dinner must have grated harshly on Mr. 
Tilden’s nerves. For with the most con- 
spicuous villainies of Democracy Mr. Tilden 
is closely associated.

And again: “I have 
learned ‘that politics is a matter of 
dollars and cents, and adherence to party 
the only hope of gain. „ Later Tilden was 
a member of the Governing Board of Tam- 
many, sat in conventions wi weed, Oakey 
Hall, Connolly, and Fields, appointment 
of Tweed, was privy to and charged by 
Horace Greeley with the responsibility for 
the infamous ballot-box stuffing circulat 
through which New York was fraudulently 
carried for the Democracy in 1868, and dur- 
ing the Rebellion formulated an elaborate de- 
tense of the right of secession; to ay 
nothing of his connection still later with at- 
tempts to purchase the Electoral votes of 
certain States. Clearly Mr. Cleveland's ro- 
flections on the nasty character of 
mocracy were equally refiection$, upon 
Tilden.

ATE COMMERCE. 

Some of the statesmen at Washington who 
have during the last ten years refused to 
give their attention ta any legislation having 
for its object the regulation of inter-State 
commerce are now conscious that the pa- 
tience of the people has become exhausted 
and that the election of last November con- 
tains a warning which can no longer be 
safely neglected. A year ago Congress ig- 
nored the popular demand for a reduction of 
taxes, and the people in November elected a 
Congress specidliy charged with the duty of 
reducing taxes. The present Congress still 
clings to the stupid idea that a reduction of 
revenue, as by the repeal or reduction of the 
tax on whisky and tobacco, will meet with 
the popular demand—when the people know 
full well that taxes may be reduced „000, 
000 a year without in the least disturbing the 
tax on whisky or tobacco. The difference 
between a tax for revenue and a tax for 
bounty (without revenue) is thoroughly un- 
derstood by the people. - 

Some of these gentlemen who all too late 
regret the failure of Congress to legislate for 
the regulation of railroad transportation be- 
tween the States, and who witness the elec- 
tion ofa new Congress charged with this 
special duty, have discovered, or seem to 
have discovered, that before Congress can 
do anything in the matter there milst be an 
amendment to the Constitution. The coun- 
try will not pardon or tolerate any delay 


—— of this pretense, which, like the 


ppointment of the Tariff Commission, must 
be regarded as intended to fool the public 
over another election. The time for action 
is now. 

The Supreme Court of the United States, 
in a series of decisions, have decided gener- 
ally that the gislatures of the various 
States have the unquestioned power to enact, 
and to enforce by penalties, such regulations, 
restraints, and restrichons upon the railroad 
companies doing business in their States 
(including in these regulations the fixing of 
maximum rates for the transportation of 
freight and passengers) as the Legigjature 
may prescribe. Whether this power in the 
several States be part of the police power in- 
herent in all Governments, or a branch of 
the power to regulate commerce within its 
own jurisdiction until superseded by the su- 
perlor power of Congress, is immaterial. 
The one may include the other. The regu- 
Hon exists, no matter under which head it 
may be classed. The Constitution of the 
United States, in prescribing the powers of 
Congress, prescribes that Congress shall have 
power “ to regulate commerce with foreign 
nations, and among the several States, and 
with the Indian tribes.” Could an amend- 
ment to. the Constitution add anything to this 
direct and express grant of power? 

Has Congress the power to regulate com- 
merce between the United States and for- 
eign nations? That was one of the first pow- 
ers exercised by Congress after the forma- 
tion of the Government, and legislation for 
that purpose has beenin force from that day 
to this. No one has ever questioned the 
power, or has ever doubted that the grant of 
power was wanting or insufficient in any 
particular. The grant of powerto Congress 
to regulate commerce among the several 
States, which means the internal commerce 
6f the whole Union, is granted in the same 
paragraph of the same section and in the 
same language that contains the grant of 
power to regulate commerce with foreign 
nations. If the language be sufficient and 
conclusive in the one case, who can doubt 
that it is equally sufficient and conclusive in 
the other? If there be no one to question 
the power which has been directly exercised 
and enforced by pains and penalties since 
the formation of the Government, who is 
there to question the exercise and enforce- 
ment of a like power in the matter of the in- 
ternal commerce of the country ? 

It is true that Congress has never exer- 
cised any regulating power over the internal 
commerce of the country; but that has not 
been because there was any doubt as to the 
power, but simply because there was no oc- 
casion for it to do so. It has been, more- 
over, but a comparatively short time that the 
internal commerce has needed such National 
legislation, and during a large part of that 
time Congress has been under the control- 
ling menace of the gigantic transportation 
companies and combinations, and has been 
deaf to the appeals of the people. A great 
many of the States, despairing of any restric- 
tive or regulating legislation by Congress, 
have enacted laws whose jurisdiction has 
been limited their territorial limits. The 
exercise of th power by the several States 
has been contested during protracted litiga- 
tion, but has been favorably recognized and 
affirmed by the courts. In the elaborate ar- 
guments as to the legal authority of the 
States severally to enact such regulations it 
has always been denied on the ground that 
the Constitution of the United States com- 
mitted that power exclusively to Congress, 
and therefore it was not within the powers 
reserved to the States or to the people. It is 
too late in the day now to question the power 
expressly granted to Congress. 

Tue general drift of the legal decisions in 
the Granger cases is to the effect that the 
State enactments regulating railroad trans- 
portation ara not so much regulations of 
commerce as they are an exercise of the un- 
doubted. police power of the States, and it 
may be the purpose of the opponents of any 
‘Congressional action governmg the railroads 
to insist that the power to regulate the rates 
of transportation on such roads is the exer- 
cise of police power and not a regulation of 
commerce, and that no such police power 
rests with the United States. This was se- 
riously argued in a recent case before the Su- 
preme Court by the Attorney-General of Lili- 
nois, Upon this ground it is possible the 
railroad advocates in Congress may propose 
to insist that un amendment to the Constitu- 
tion is necesssary. In one of the Granger 
cases, to be found in 17 Wall, 560, Judge 
Swayne used this language: 

It the requirements of the statute [State] here 
in quesuon were, as contended by the counsel 
— Bones laintif in error, reguiations of com- 

question would arise whetber. re- 
warded in the light of the authorivies roferned 
to and of reason dnd principie, they are not 
regulations of such a character as to be valid 
until superseded by the paramount action of 
Congress. But as we unanimously of the 
opinion that they are 4 police regulations, 
it is unnecessary to pursue the subject. 

Whether considered as police regulations 
or as regulations of commerce like regula- 
tions established by Congress would have 
the same force and authority.

THE NEW YORK PENAL CODE. 

The Puritanical fanatics who secured the 
wholesale enforcement.of the penal code in 
New York last Sunday have met with a se- 
rious obstacie in the further continuance of 
it, and the police who were the agents of 
their bigotry appear to have made a most 
extraordinary blunder in their. very sum- 
mary action. Mr. David Dudley” Field, the 
author of the code, in an interview with a 
representative of the New York Herald, 
staled very emphatically that the police had 
entirely misunderstood the meaning of the 
laws and had seriously exceeded their au- 
thority in enforcing them. In explaining the 
code, Mr. Field said it intended to prohibit 
only such things as seriously interrupted 
“the repose and religious liberty of the com- 
munity,” to permit whatever can be 
7 reasofably regarded as a work of necessity 
or charity.“ When asked what are works of 
necessity, Mr. Field replied: 


A work of necessity is that done for the con- 
venience and comfort of the community. Those 
things are works of necessity wied are neces- 
me ns for the convenience and comfort of the

of the community on that day. 


Of course, Mr. Field’s dictum is not a de- 
cision of court, but itis the opinion of an 
able lawyer and of the author of the code, 
and he may be trusted in his definition of 
what it means, Coming from so authorita- 
tive a source it is entitled to the highest re- 
spect, and will undoubtedly command the at- 
tention of the police authorities and govern 
At the same time 
it furnishes the Legislature with the mate 
rial for devising a Sunday law which will 
meet with the approval ofpeople who are not 
bigoted, and who cannot see the reason of 
a law or any consistency in it which 
would compel them to observe a holiday 
set apart by Constantine in a manner pre- 
scribed by Nehemiah for an entirely different 
day. Nehemiah may have been an admirable 
lawgiver for his time, but he didn’t have to 
go to a barber's or have his boots blacked, 
or use the horse-ears to get to chureh. He 
knew nothing about Sunday papers and 
cared nothing about the news of the present, 
being a prophet. There were no telegraphs 
or telephones in his day, nor was it ever 
necessary for this old gentleman to take a 
hack or buy milk for his babies Sunday 
morning. Even Mr. Field’s views are of 
more importance than Nehemiah’s, and if 
they are respected as they ought to be New 
York next Sunday will be spared the rep- 
etition of the farcé of last Sunday. 


HIGH LICENSE AND THE LIQUOR N- 
TERESTS. 


An evidence of the growing interest in the 
proposition looking to a uniform increase in 
saloon-licenses may be found in a number of 
interviews, printed elsewhere in this paper, 

ich correspondents of Tur TRIBUNE have 
held with Peoria distillers and Milwaukee 
,bréwers. There are naturally differences of 
opinion among the manyfacturers, but it ap- 
pears that the distillers are almost .unani- 
mously in favor of licenses ranging from 
$500 to $1,000 a year, according to the extent 
of population, while the brewers are either 
indifferent or hostile to the project, ‘The 
reason for the apparent unwillingness of the 
brewers to assent to a plan which the distill- 
ers approve is probably because large 
amounts of beer are sold to a class of 
small saloons which sell but comparatively 
little whisky, ang most of that of a 
quality very far removed by adulteration 
from the original product of the distillery. 
It is also doubtful whether the brewers as a 
rule would dare to express publicly their ap- 
proval of a high-license system even if they 
were fully perguaded of ‘its usefulness as a 
public policy convinced that it would 


“not affect their business; for the German im- 


pulse forthe protection of personal liberty 
has been so thoroughly aroused by the ag- 
itation in favor of prohibition that the 
brewers just now are probably unwilling to 
risk the displeasure of their principal cus- 
tomers. At the same time, it is evident that 
a high-Jicense system will be a benefit to all 
first-class manufacturers of whisky and beer, 


in so far as it will concentrate the®r business, 


render their stomers more responsible, 
make their collections surer and easier, and 
assist materially in the suppression of the 
illegitimate competition they now meet in 
spurious and vile compounds which are sold 
under the names of whisky and beer. 

Among the rare exceptions in the distilling 
class there was one manufacturer in Peoria 
who insisted that a license of $500 or $1,000 
was Virtually. prohibitory.” Such an asser- 
tion is very silly in the face of actual ex- 
perience. Such a license has not proved to 
have that effect in Michigan, or Nebraska, or 
any of the cities in this State where it has 
been adopted. There is nothing prohibitory 
about the reduction of the number of Saloons 
in any community by ‘one-half, if those 
which remain are abundant to supply the de- 
mands of the drinking classes; whenever the 
demand indicates that the saloons are not 
numerous enough, the opening of new drink- 
ing places may be safely counted upon. The 
drinking classes cannot be injured, because 
the high license does not increase the price 
of drinks. The saloonReepers as a class do 
not suffer, for those who remain in the busi- 
ness have larger sales and greater profits 
uuder the high-license system than They have 
under the low-license system. ‘The distillers 
and brewers secure an advantage in selling 
to good customers at fair prices and avoid- 
ing at once risky sales and the competition of 
cheap imitations. 


There is one eee which distillers, | 


brewers, saloonkeepers, and the champions 
of personal liberty overlook altogethet, and 
it is an important argument in favor of high 
license. It is the protection which may thus be 
secured by law against the interference of the 
prohi cranks, Whenever and wherever 
a uniform system of licenses shall be fully

year for a city of the size of Chieago- there will 
be no danger from that class of fanatics who 
want to prohibit by law the manufacture and 
sale of liquors and beer and propose to con- 
trol men’s appetite by. police and constabu- 
lary. With such a system in good working 
order, keeping the number of saloons at the 
minimum, reducing the amount of drunken- 
ness, contributing to public order and public 
health, and yielding a revenue which ope- 
rates to reduce taxation, the very first people to 
protest againsta prohibition agitation would 
be the intelligent, tax-paying citizens; and 
the liquor-interests, the beer-interests, and 
the Germans would then have influential 
allies in many of those who are now dis- 
posed to look upon saloons and the liquor- 
traffic asin the nature of a public nuisance. 
The most effective and abiding opposition 
which it is possible to organize against the 
prohibition movement is the establishment of 
the high-license system. 


THE INDIAN QUESTION AGAIN. 

Secretary Teller has supplemented the 
suggestions in his annual report, referring to 
the Indians, with more detailed recom- 
mendations in his letter to the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs, which was printedin the 
last issue of Tux Trarsune. These recom- 
mendations pertain to some of the habits 
and customs of the Indians, which may at 
first glance seem trivial, but it is evident 
that their removal and the conforming of the 
Indians in these regurds to the habits of 
white people will greatly simplify the problem 
of their civilization. 

At first sight, Indian dances do not seem 
to be of much importance, nor would they 
be if they weresimply a medium of enter- 
tainment. The sun-dance, the scalp-dance, 
and the war-dance, indulged in simply as 
saltatory amusement, are probably not any 
worse than the quadrille, polka, or galop, 
while they are less objectionable than the 
fashionable round dances, and infinitly to be 
preferred to the can-cap, or the dances which 
the best Mayor Chicago ever had allows to 
be performed on State street. But, unfort- 
unately, these dances ate not indulged in as 
entertainment or for social enjoyment, but 
as preliminary to theft, rapine, and murder, 
and are demoralizing to the young, since 
they incite them to imitate their elders in 
violation of their relations to the Govern- 
ment and of the laws of the country. The 
same rule holds true of their marriage rela- 
tions. While they were in a savage condi-. 
tion it was a matter of no special conse- 
quence whether they had one wife or fifty, 
but now that they are supported by the Gov- 
ernment they should not be allowed to be- 
come polygamists in order to draw more ra- 
tions, especially when they do not feel it 
incumbent on themselves to support either 
wives or children. 

The Secretary incidentally refers to other 
hindrances to civilization, among them. that 
most useless and dangerous personage 
known as the medicine-man, who as a medi- 
cine-man is as arranta quack as many who 
swing gilded signs in the cities, and as a con- 
jurer plays upon the superstition of the tribe 
to keep it under heathenish influences. As 
physicians, even if they were not quacks, 
their services are unnecessary, because the 
Government supplies physicians to the In- 
dians free of expense, and as conjurers their 
influence upon the Indiatis is of the very 
worst kind. Another discouraging feature 
of Indian habits is the destruction of his 
property when.Lo goes to the happy hunting- 
grounds, leaving his family utterly desti- 
tute, while he is chasing celestial buffaloes 
and antelopes over the verdant meads of the 
Manitou. 

While such adverse infinences as these are 
allowed to exist, naturally it is almost impos- 
sible to make much progress in civifizing the 
Indians, because every one of them tends to 
draw them back to their wild life again. 
Secretary Teller, therefore, is justified in 
urging that measures shall be taken to abol- 
ish these practices, or at least to secure their 
discontinuance as far as practicable, and no 
objection can be made, because they are in 
the line of the general policy of the Govern- 
ment. We have at last arrived at a point in 
our dealings with the Indians where senti- 
ment is no longer considered, and with the 
exception of a few long-haired philanthro- 


pists in Boston the people demand that they. 


shall be made to give up their warlike and 
predatory babits, abandon their laziness, and 
go to work and support themselves, instead 


of oceupying thousands of acres of valuable. 


lands in utter idleness as wards of the Gen- 
eral Government. It has already been shown 
that the younger Indians are capable of 
being educated and civilized and turned into 
useful if not ornamental members of socie- 
ty. Theirelders also can be made self-sup- 
porting, not by sentimental appeals or 
learned dissertations or interviews with the 
Great Father, but by compulsion. The way 
to make an Indian work is to put a shovel or 
hoein his hands and compel him to goto work 
and earn his living. If he won’t go to work 
punish him as a vagrant. It is time to have 
done with all sentiment and to vigorously 
commence the work of making Indians mem- 
bers of the body politic and economic by 
making them support themselves by labor, 
and if the habits of which Secretary Teller 
complains are ifi the way of such a result 
they ought to be suppressed as speedily as 
possible. The time has come when the In- 
dian question admits of no more temporizing 
or sentimentalizing. They must either go 
to work and support themselves, like other 
| people, or get out of the way of civilization 
the best way they can. It is time for the 
Government to quit maintaining these able- 
bodied loafers in idleness,

4 OUR FOREIGN COMMERCE. 


The following extract from the President’s

The sudden and enormous decline in the 
excess ot exports from over $250,000,000 in 


1881 to $25,000,000 in 1882, foreshadowing an 


adverse balance of trade if substantially the 
same conditions shall continue, shows that 
our foreign commerce is at the mercy of the 
elements. The resources of the American 
people for trading with foreign countries have 
been reduced by law to agricultural and 
mineral products. Petroleum is about the 
only adjunct to the bre ffs and live 
stock. Whenever the supply in the agri- 
cultural products falls short in this country 
or the foreign demand abates the American 
people must draw on their stock of gold and 
silver to make good, the deficiency in ex- 
changes. All the invéntion, all the skill, all 
the enterprise, and all the labor of the coun- 
try count for nothing except as they are ap- 
plied to the cultivation of the ground, and 
even then they are unavailing when Europe 
produces a sufficient supply for its own con- 
sumption. The sole reliance is upon the 
farmers, favorable conditions at ann 
pecs ee conditions abroad. 


The effect of this state of things was | 


of general prosperity until all the conditions 
were favorable toa large exporgof Ameri- 

and produce. In the.mean- 
time the various industries which had been 
coddled for fifteen years furnished no relief. 
American goods could be manufactured only 
at a cost which excluded them from the for- 
eign markets, and instead of contributing to 
the revenues of the people in time of need 
the mills were shut down, the factories were 
closed, the transportation interests were re- 
duced to the verge of suspension, the me- 
chanics, laborers, and operatives were 
thrown out of emplo t, and an army of 
tramps was organized who helped to demor- 
alize the country. Strikes and riots took the 
place of industry, and m“ failed 
to protect in time of peril. Now three years 
of prosperity have led the people info their 
former indulgence of extravagant tastes and 
into liberal purchases abroad, and one sea- 
son of bad crops reduces the excess of ex- 
ports over imports to one-tenth of what it 
was during the previous year. But there are 
vast resources of industry which are power- 
less to compensate for ‘the loss of crops for 
one season or to maintain the prosperity of 
the people. The cotton manufactures of 
this country would be equal to the emer- 
gency if they werg produced on terms which 
would enable them to compete in foreign mar- 
kets with the cotton manufactures of Great 
Britain. To these could be added vast quan- 
tities of agricultural implements domestic 
hardware, furniture, wooden, paper, and 
cotton goods of every description, and 
the whole product of native growth and 
American skill, neither of which is second to 
any on earth. But the high tariff is a perma- 
nent and insurmountable barrier against the 
exportation of our manufactured goods evén 
to the markets which lie at our door, such as 


| Mexico, the Central and South American 


States, and the West Indies. The tariff guar- 
antees a bonus upon manufactured @ticles, 
which is divided up among a certain class 
only to be frittered away largely in some 
other direction. If the tariff assures an 
American laborer $3 a day for the same work 
which yields the English laborer only $2, the 
fact remains that the Englishman with his 
$2 per day can buy more than the American 
with his $8aday. If the tariff guarantees 
the American manufacturer 25 or 50 per cent 
more for his goods than the English manu- 
facturer obtains, the former forteits all his 
seeming advantage by the increased cost of 
manufacturing and the limitation of his mar- 
ket to home consumption. The decline of the 
home demand in hard times, the exclusion 
from foreign markets, and the compulsory 


‘cessation of production more than offset the 


bounty which the Government assures the 
manufacturer at the expense of the peo- 
ple. But the advantage of superior inven- 
tion, enterprise, and skill is lost alto- 
gether at a time when the balance of 
trade is running against the country, and 
thus protection bears down in time of 
stringency upon the whole people, includ- 
ing manufacturers, agriculturists/ and con- 
sumers, the capitalists and the laborers, the 


merchants and the transportation companies. 
Our foreign trade will always be variable 


and uncertain so long as the laws of the 
country limit the resources of our people to 
the products of the farm as alone availabie 
for export. 


THERE is a ground on which Sunday blue- 
laws can properly be defended, and that is the 
theory that people who believe that Sunday 
(first day) is the Sabbath (seventh day) are eu- 
titled to be protected from unnecessary noise 
and disturbance on that day. This is the only 
ground on whieh Sunday legislation can be de- 
fended in a country the Government of which 
is purely secular, and it is the ground always 
taken by the advocates of such legislation. The 
aristocratic inhabitants of Murray Hill, New 
York City, whose devotions were disturbed last 
Sunday by the hideous uproar made in the City- 
Hall Park four mies off by a small bootblack 
who repeatedly remarked Shine! in a loud 
tone; the residents of the region about the Cen- 
tral Park who were awakened early ip the 
morning by tho uin of tobacco-selling in a to- 
bacco shop of Fulton street seven miles distant, 
and the worshipers in the various Brooklyn 
churches and meeting-houses who could not 
listen to their respective ministers in conse- 
quence of the noise made by a milkman in Har- 
lém a dozen miles away, felt that the boot- 
black, the tobacconist, and the milkman were 
properly arrested, because those depraved 
persons were depriving Sabbathkeepers of 
their inalienable right to a quiet Sunday.

THE Anthropological I Institute, at a recent 
meeting in London, considered apparatus, con- 
trived by a Fellow of the Royal Society, made 
for testing the muscular and Other senses. The 
principle involved, Which the inventor ciaims is 
a new one, establishes a graded sale of sensi- 
tivity. The apparatus consists of a box resem- 
bling a backgammon-board, containing trays 
of weights.

The 
practical test is this: If a person can distinguish 
between welahts one and three, he can distin- 
guish between any two weights two grades 
apart. A second person, twice as obtuse as the 
first, can distinguish only one grade where the 
other one Gistiaguishes two—say. weights one 
and five, two and six, and soon. The number of 
grades between the weights reeognized by a per- 
son is the measure of the degree of sensitivity. 
These weights are made by taking blank cart- 
ridges filled with shot and wadding, the shot be- 
ing equally distributed. The inventot holds 
that the results thus far obtained show that 
men bave more delicacy of discrimination than 
women, and the higher the inteliect in a man 
the finer the discrimination.

A FLOATING PALACE, 
THE STEAMSHIP RUGIA, 
Special Dispatch to Ide Chicago Tribune. 

New rom, Dec. 7.— Tune new steamship Rugia, 
of the Hamburg mail line, arrived at this port 
this morning. The Rugia was built of steel at 
the Vulcan Iron- Works in Stettin. Her dimen- 
sions are: Length, 350 feet; breadth of beam, 
42% feet; depth of hold, % feet; capacity for 
displacement, 6,500 tons. Her hull has been di- 
vided into several water-tight compartments, 
and great care bas been taken in the construc- 
tion of the bulkheads. Her engines are com- 
pound and of 2,600- horse power, and ‘the shaft is 
of Krupp steel. Her saloon and statervoms 
are amidships, and contain accommodations 
for 200 first and second class passengers. 
In the between decks are ample accommoda- 
tions for 1,000 immigrants. The Rugia brought 
over 816 steerage passengers, all of whom were 
well cared for. A 
FULL COMPLEMENT OF LARGE LITE-BOATS, 
which can be lowered at a moment's notice, 
hang in davits along the decks. Ali of the 
latest steam appliances for steering, handling 
the cargo, etc., are u on the Rugia. Her rig 
is that of a barkentine, and her three masts en- 
able ber to carry a large spread of canvas. The 
Hambure steamships usually carry but 
two masts. During der trial trip 
the Rugia made fourteen knots an hour. 
Her recent voyage wasa stormy one, strong 
westerly winds and high Seas having been eu- 
countered the whole time. . machinery 
worked well, and the ship proved herself to be a 
strong sea boat. Another new vessel for this 
line, which will be called the Hammonia, is now 
beine built in Bngiand. The Kugia is commanded 
by Capt. Albers, formerly of the Silesia.

A New Arrangement by Which the East- 
ern Trank Lines Will Be Able to Con- 
trol and Distribate All the Emigrant 
Business, 

The New York trunk lines have recently 


adopted a new pian for conducting the emigrant 
business which will enable them to fully control 


that business and direct its distribution. The 


new arrangement will go into effect Jan. 1, 1883. 


Hitherto the roads have allowed a commis- 
cent, which the trunk 
lines received for securing the business, but 
the sum was not allowed to exceed $3 on a single 
ticket. Most of this commission wus paid by the 
trunk lines to the scalpers, who were thereby 
enabled to do considerable business in the emi- 
Many pooh people not emigrants, 
took advantage of this and purchased emigrant 
tickets from the scaipers. Besides the 
scaipers have supplied new arrivais in tne 
country to a great extent with tickets, 
dividing their commissions with their patrons. 
After Jan. 1 the scaipers will not be abie to do 
any more business in the emigrant une. Ewi- 
wrant: tickets will only be issued to persons 
whose names appear in the manifests of tne 
ships. Besides the orders for tickets must be 
given on the other side of the Atlantic, 
and the tickets must be obtained 
upon them in Castle Garden. A joint agent 
representing all the roads willi be station in 
Custie Garden, and under the pooling arrange- 
ment of the roads the business will be dis- 
tributed by him.

The Danville, Oluey & Ohio Biver Road. 

Boston, Dec. 7.—The meeting called by the 
trustees t the holders of the bonds of the Dan- 
ville, Olney & Ohio River Railroad Company was 
held today.

He called attention to the 
fact that Philadeiphia butter was noted above 
all other for its favor, which be attributed to a 
kind of grass growing there, very aromatic. The 
aroma was absorbed and was nothing more nor 
less than a very delicate flavor of benzoic acid. 
He thought t in time timothy would be 
thrown entirely out of the category of grasses 
for the dairy. Apropos of the fine flavor of 
Philadelphia butter, Col. Littler toid a good joke. 
He said that when in Philadelphia be 
had visited several duttermakm establish- 
ments, and that when he showed a desire to ro 
into some parts of them the proprietors bad 
winked to euch otherto keep him out., But the 
more they didn’t want him inside the more he 
did want to be there, and, finally, getting 
through the door, found men in Quaker coats 
and hats preparing to market the butter. Turn- 

ing up the tubs he found they were branded 


“IOWA BUTTER.” 


On the flavor of butter, Mr. Seaman, of New 
York, said that from thirty-two years’ experi- 
ence in the butter business, he had become con- 
vinced of the fact that there existed a dairy belt 
running east and west across the country, and 
turning northward into Dakota.

POINTS INVOLVED IN CHEESEMAKING. 

J. B. Harris of Stratford, Canada, who is aiso 
interested in factories in the United States, toid 
how he made cheese which was always quoted 
as “fancy,” his great point being that he care- 
fully cured it, never being in a burry to sell as the 
manufacturers in the Stat are who put their 
product on the market befor it is ripe. Messers. 
Seymour of New York, Hoard of Wiseonsin, 
and Boutelle of St. Louis all expressed them- 
seives strongly on this question of curing 
cheese, the former saying that the small con- 
sumption of cheese in the United States was a 
disgrace, and caused principally by the large 
quantity of poor goods. Mr. Hoard related one 
instance within bis own experience where well- 
cured cheese bad sold for 12% cents per pound, 
where cheese just as well made, but not care- 
fully cured, brought five cents. Mr. Burrell,.of 
Little Falls, N. Y., urged the better curing of 
cheese, as one poor cheese spoiled the sale of 
haif a dozen good ones.

OUR NAVY-YARDS. 


A Chat with the Members of th 
Which Is Making an Exa 
Them. 

There arrived at the Grand Pacific yesterday 
morning the Naval Commission created under 
the following section of the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill adopted at the last session of Congress: 

That the Secretary of the Navy shail appoiot 
a commission to consist of three persons, — 
of whom sball be appointed from the line olfi- 
cers and one from the statt officers of the navy, 
and one from civil life, which commission shall 
consider and report to the next session of 
Congress upon the question whether it is ad- 
visable to sell any of the navy-xrards 
and if se, which; and asto each of said yar said 
commission shall report as to its cost, its area, its 
presedt value, including in separate items the 
value of the land. structures, machinery, and 
other personal property; the depth of water at 
the yard, and whether it remains and will remain 
at such depth, or will require expense to keep 
open its water communicadon; its condition as 
to being in work order or otherwise; the con- 
dition and value of the plant io the different de- 
partments; its advan and disadvantages 
as a naval station, and for the construction of 
vessels; its probable value for other purposes, 
in case the yard is discontinued; whether 
there is any demand for the yard 
mercantile: or r purposes; whether it éan 
probably be sol d at what price, in case of 
discontinuance; the annual cost du ‘each of 
the last tifteen years of maintaining it; the 
value of what it bas produced during each of 
eaid years, so far as it can be ascertained; its 
value’or necessity for purposes of defense on 
that part of the coast where it is situated, or in 
general, and also as regards any city inits vicini- 
ty, aud any other facts which such commission 
may deem useful or advisable to report in re- 
gard to this question. 

The above is given as the dest explanation of 
the objects of the commission.

I remain of the opinion expressed in my letter

Regardless of economy, a large percentage of 
correspondents do in fact buy the adhesive 
stump instead of the stamped envelope. During 
the last fiscal year 680,403,700 adhesive stamps of 
the denomination of three cents were issued for 
prepayment of pustage by the public. while only 
168,696,250 stumped envelopes of the same de- 
nowioation were issued. It is safe to assume 
that the purchusers of those adhesive stamps 
paid an average price equal to a large fraction 
of a cent each for the envelopes on wle to put 
them. If the department cuuld have supplied 
the envelopes at the cost of stamps, it would 
have been equivalent to a reduction of that 
fraction ot one cent in postage. Yet it would 
bave costthe Goverument, under the present 
contract, less than $2,000,000 to furnish the en- 
velopes. And even this apparent loss would

P An adhesive stamp, not properly canceled, can 
pe removed and reused. ic is not doubted that 
the revenue is seriousiy impaired aunually by 
this one cause. The envelope can never be used 
but once. So far as the stamped envelope can 
be substituted for the adhesiv — all suen 
reciation pf revenue is ayo 
ae ee bénetit to accrue from the substitu- 
tion of stamped envelopes for adhesive stamps 
is the saving of labor in the administration of 
the service. A letter deposited in a post-ottice, 
on which less than one full rate of postage Is 
prepaid, is treated ip one of two ways. if it be 
deposited in a free-delivery office. and the 
writer is unknown, the Postmaster sends a note 
to the addressee that he muy, if he will remit the 
postage, bave the lettér Torwarded.

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COMMERCIAL.

The leading produce markets were rather 
quiet yesterday in the aggregate and generally 
steady. That is, they did not fluctuate within a 
wide range of prices, They averaged a little 
lower—oats, hogs, and fax be the chief ex- 
ceptions to an easier tone. 

were less active, with no extensive 
changes in price, except that year ribs were 
strong. March pork was relatively weak. Other 
pork deliveries declined 50 760. then advanced 
10s, and closed 2550 beiow the latest 
prices ef Wednesday. Lard closed 5070 lower 
on the near futures, with dittie change on 
March and May. The veceipts of bogs were 
early supposed to be 45,000 bead, and later the 
estimate was cut down to 41,000, This was the 
key to the initial weakness in product and the 
subsequent reaction, but there Was not enough 
demand to sustain prices to the ead of the ses- 
sion. There seemed to be comparatively little 
outside business; and it was remarked that the 
loca! packers do not want to eee a further de- 
cline, but are averse to bulling the market thus 
early in the season. And so the business seemed 
to be mostly in changes from one moath to an- 
other, outside of comparatively free offerings 
of pork for March delivery. Lard was firmer in 
the afternoon, and pork steady. 

Flour was more active, there being a fair ex- 
port inquiry, as foreign shippers found holders 
more willing to meet their views in regard to 
prices. The local trade was quiet. Bran and 
Otmer milistuſts were in fair demand and 
steadier. 

Wheat was slow and easier, declining %c and 
closing \c below the iatest prices of Wednesday. 
New York was reported to have a wheat corner 
brewing for this month, and our receipts were 
much smaller than many had expected. But 
there was an idea that the movement from first 
bands will be large before the close of the month, 
and this tended to depress, but rather by 
shutting out buyers than by inereasing the vol- 
ume of offerings. The car - lots of No. 2 red and 
spring were being picked up quietly, probably 
on account of shippers to New York, but they 
evidently did not want to “excite the market, 
and would only pay about e premium on red. 
No. 3 spring was again Kec lower, and dull at 
that. It was stated that the crowd is generally 
long on wheat, and therefore interested in sus- 
taining the market, but that numbers of them 
would be squeezed out by a littie further de- 
cline, 

Corn was less active and easier. The near 
futures closed une and May ste below the 
latest prices of Wednesday. Our receipts were 
considerably smaller, and the low grades were 
stronger in consequence, with littie offered in 
store, as the arrivals were mostly sold on track 
at 14@2c above the regular price. It was alsa 
sai, that receipts of corn are about to drop off 
to u low point, as the recent decline in prices set 
cribbers to work by the hundred, it now paying 
wall to carry corn into May. But the market was 
hampered by the feeling that corn is high as 
compared with wheat, and a many people 
seemed apprehensive of the result of cleaning 
up the existing big straddle between the year 
and January. One noteworthy feature of the 
market was the reappearance of a premium on 
bigu- mixed corn, showing that the manufact- 
urers are again taking hold freely. Ona the 
afternoon cali the market was easier. 

Oats were fairly active and Mc higher, the 
element of strength coming from the continued 
light receipts and a good speculative demand, 
especially toward the close. There was consid- 
erable selling of January and buying of year, 
whien§ tende d to stiffen the price of the latter 
future. The market closed firm at \c under 
the best prices of the day. No. 2spot sold in a 
small way at 358380. Seller tne month ranged 
at 35%@36c, closing at WNe. Seiler January 
sold from M to HX c, closing at 34%c bid. May 
sold at 36%@36Xc, closing at 36%e bid. Samples 
were in good demand and steady at about 
Wednesday’s prices; 

Rye was quiet, No. 2 spot selling at 57c. seller 
the month being quotabie at the same figure. 
Seller January was nominally quotable at 5766 
580, and February as 890. Samples were un- 
changed. 

Barley was 0880 no trading in store lots 
being reported. No. 2 spot was quotable at 9 
800, and No. 3 at We. with January quotable 
nominally at 5ac. There was a fair trading in 
the better class of samples at the prices of 
Wednesday. 

There was a good order trade in staple and 
fancy dry goods, some departments of the mar- 

ket displaying considerable activity. There was 
a better demand for clothing. In the grocery 
market there was a freer movement, and prices 
averaged slightly firmer. Dairy products were 
quiet and steady. Dried fruits and nuts were 
in increased demand, and averaged firmer. Fish 
remain inactive, The demand for leather, bag- 
ging, and tobacco continues light. Coal was 
active and firm. There wasa light movement 
in oils at firmer prices for lard and turpentine. 

Little was done in green fruits on account of 
the extreme cold weather. Eggs were firm at 
28c per doz. Hides and tallow continue dull, the 
former baving a tendency to lower prices. 
Metals and tinners’ ware are moving fairly at 
our quotations given elsewbere. Pdtatoes were 
firmer, selling at 65@70c per bu by the car-lot on 
track. Wool is fairly active and steady. Hay 
was quiet at about Wednesday’s prices. Seeds 
were quiet and steady at 81.5300 l. 586 far prime 
timothy, $5.80@6.00 for prime to choice clover 
seed, and $1.13 for No. 1 on track. 

Some folks are asking the question, Who's 
hoarding the cash corn? They say none is be- 
ing delivered out on contracts. 

The Cincinnati Price-Current is understood to 
have estimated that, including weights, the win- 
ter packing will prove to be not more than 10 
per cent short. The receipts of hogs in Chicago 
for November, including weight, were about 
178,000 head short as. compa with the same 
month last year. 

A wag Suggested yesterday that tne Board of 
Trade should petition the Government for a re- 
peal of the laws under which the star-route of- 
fenders are now resting. It was supposed this 
meant it is much easier to repeal certaia rules 
of the Board of Trade than to enforce them. 
But what is easiest is not always best. : 

It was remarked yesterday that so long as the 
Board of Trade has a standing reward of $500 
for informers on parties who break the commis- 
sion rules there will be no lack of evidence. Cus- 
tumers in plenty can be found willing to squeal 
if their commission men give them the chance; 
and there is no necessity for charging that other 
members give the information. 

Not a few people in the country are complain- 
ing that Chicago is responsible for the revent se- 
vere decline in corn. They say that traders here 
kept prices up till there was lots of corn on the 
road, and then dropped quotations for the pur- 
pose of getting it cheap. There is no doubt 
that the market bere, as elsewhere, woak- 
ened on the prospect of larger receipts, but 
that was only a minor point. Tho great fact on 
which the situation binged was the corner in 
New York in November. That caused a sharp 
pressure here to buy up to the last moment at 
which corn could be shipped through to the sea- 
board on time; and when that time expired, on 
the 25th of November, our market dropped like 
a hotshot, because nobody wanted to pay the 
same for corn for consumption that the New 
York shorts bad to pay. The price was, how- 
ever, partly sustained here during the remainder 
of the month by parties buying spot to deliver 
on sales made previously at much higher figures. 
After that was over, there was no demand, and 
increasing supplies necessarily bore down 
prices. It was not the fault of any class of 
operators here, except that they declined to pay 
as much for corn under the changed circum- 
stances, as it was than much dearer than wheat.

has tobe met. A committee of the Board of 
Aldermen bas now under consideration the sub- 
ject of raising revenue dy aticense system, by 
which it is proposed that legitimate business 
and industry shall be taxed to make up detici- 
eucesin city revenue. 

How came about the necessity of taxing by 
license fees the common industries and busi- 
nesses of the city? Why should they or any of 
them be compelied, having paid the ordinary 
and genera! taxes, to assume the additiona! and 
unequal burden of making up deficiencies 
caused by saloons? it is well Kaowa. too weil 
known to need to be stated, or argued, that from 
the saloon flows a regular tide of*crime and ex- 
pense; that the Criminal Courts, the County 
Jail, the police force, 
are lucwely engaged in catching, hold ing. and 
convicting Crimiuais, who are made criminais by 
the saloous;: that a very large per cent ot the 
municipal expenses is incurred iu supporting the 
criminait courts, jail, and police force. When 
the police are not engaged in actually searching 
for or arresting criminals, it is engaged ia 
xuarding the rights of honest men against the 
criminal products of the saloons, 

In other words, the saivons cust the city, di- 
rectly and indirectly, au immense gum of moa- 
ey. This is too plain te need proof. 

Now whatever may be said against probibi- 
tion as impracticable, or bigu license (whatever 
high may meau! it certainly would strike every 
fair-minded mau iu the community, who-is on- 
gaged in legitimate business or any branch of 
Hidustry and compelled to bear the burdens of 
the City Guvernmenat, that every business ought 
to be made to pay its own cost to toe city. It 
the saloon business costs the city $500,000 a year, 
the saloons Ought to pay aleense high enough 
to lower that expense. An approximate caicu- 
lation could be made of the cost to the City 
Governmeat of the 400 salons of 
the city,. and they could be made, 
and ought to be made, to „ that 
cost. It menengage ina business that is un- 
necessary and which occasions crime and large 
municipal expenses over and above ordinary 
and legitimate business and legitimate expenses, 
it is absolutely just and fair that those engaged 
in it should pay the extra cost of it. It is equally 
obvious chat it is unfair and unrighteous to 
compel legitimate and necessary business and 
industries to pay the enormous extra cost of 
iliewitimate and unpecessary business. In this 


consideration does not enter the moral ehar- 


acter of the saloon business. Lam presenti 
the dollar and ceut aspect vf the case only. 
insist that the necessary business and industries 
of this city ougbt not to be taxedto build up 

d make prosperous the business of criminal 
making—tbhat the business which builds up and 
makes the city prosperous should? not be taxed 
double that the business which tends to destroy 
its prosperity should be permitted and eacour- 
aged by a law license.

Let the committee which is now considering 
this matter take this suggestion into considera- 
tion. Try and see if the saloon business caanot 
be made to pay its cost to the city before they 
report a bill to be passed by the Legislature to 
enable this city to tax honest, legitimate busi- 
ness for the benetit of the saloons. Let every 
tub stand on its on bottom, and if it wili not 
stand there voluntarily force it to stand there. 

The law of the State is ample—the power of 
the City Government is already am ple—to compel 
the whisky and beer business to pay the cost of 
runding it. It would be an inexcusable outrage 
upon honest men engaged in legitimate business 
to pay a license tax to pay cost of running the 
saloons. And if such a bill is recommended by 
the committee and introduced, let every honest 
member of the Legisiature vote it down.

THE NAVY. 


A Synopsis of the Annual Report 
of That Department. 


Strength of the Eatablishment- New 
Vessels and the Monitors. 


Relations of the Comimercial Marine to the 
Navy—Aid for American Ships. 


The report of the Hon. William E. Chandler, 
as Secretary of the Navy, is a bulky document 
covering forty printed pages. It opens with a 
list of the vessels now in Commission, Which in- 


cludes one solitary first-rate, the Tennessee, df | 


4,840 tons displacement, fourteen second-rates, 
ranging in displacement from 2,100 to 4,000 tons, 
twenty-two third-rates, varying from 900 to 1.00 
tons displacement, and thirteen fourth-rate ar- 
mored vesseis, varying from 1,800 to 2,100 tons. 
Ot the first three classes the Secretary remarks 
that they are creditable in appéarance ana use- 
ful for displaying the National flag upon 
the seas, but that they are of low 
speed, with antiquated engines, and much 
below the average in destructive power. 
He recommends that in the future the limita- 
tion of repairs to be made on wooden ships 
at 20 per cent or less. and that they only be re- 
tained in commission until replaced with new 
steel cruisera. The monitors are dismissed with 
brief mention and no effort is made to even ex- 
cuse their continued existence, |

‘The navy at the date of the report was pos- 


sessed of 2,233 smooth-bore muzzie-loading can- 
non of various calibre, 77 Parrott muzzie-load- 
ing 40-pound rifles, 267 similar 80-pound ritles, 
51 muzzie-loading 180- pound converted rifles, 
26 breech-ioad ing 40- pound converted rifles, anid 
10 breech- loading 80- pound converted rifies. 
Commenting on this, the Secretary observes: 
‘* With not one modern bigh-powered cannon in 
the navy, and with only eighbty-seven uns 
worth retaining, the importance of action for 
the procurement of naval Ordnance seems ap- 
parent if the navy is to longer survive.” 
The report further shows that there are 1,817 
officers, whose annual pay is $3,825,400, and 7,074 
seamen, receiving $2,170,006. The total annual 
y of the navy and marine corps is $7,440,182. 
hese figures show that there is one commis- 
swned officer to every five seamen, or fifty-nine 
officers to eaen thirty-one vessels.

There are now seven large yards in full ane 
expeasive operation at Portemouth, N. H.. Bos- 
ton, New York, League Island (Philadeiphia), 
Washington, Norfolk, and Mare Island, Cal. ; one 
other, less used, a+ Pensacola, Fia., on which 
lar sums have been expended; and one in 
embryo at New London, Conn.; with additional 
naval stations at Key West, Fla., New Orleaus.

If the completion of 
the four double-turreted monitors is not expe- 
dient, the construction of some new armored 
vessels of a diiferent character should be devised 
aud immediately commenced.” 

THE MARINE CORPS.

MeCawiey. commanding the United States Ma- 
rine Corps, which, on the Ist of October, 1582, 
contained 1,681 enlisted men; 984 on board ships 
in commission and 877 doing duty on the shore 
Stations.

“ The intervening years show occasional short 
periods of recovery, but the decline has not been 
arrested; and in the last three years it bas been 
s0 marked and so rapid that, unless a chao 
soou takes place, our merchant marine will 
out of from the foreign trade altogether. 

As we are losing trade and falling off in ton- 
nage, so we are throwing our aring popula- 
tion out of employment, or co Hug them to 
seek support. in other pursuits or under other 
flags. During the yeers between 1860 and 1874 
208 natives ot the United States received certi- 
cates as masters in the British merchant marine. 
These men had received their training under 
their own flag, but ae want of opportunity for 
service hati driven them into foreign empioy- 
ment.“ 

The Secretary goes on to discuss the remedies 
proposed, which inciude the removal of imposi- 
tions, the extension of protective measures for 
the neglected industry, and the reformof the 
administration itself. On the protective theory 
the Secretary expresses the views given below: 

SUBSIDIES. 

„But the most natural, legitimate, and dffect- 
ive method of protecting and reviving the mer- 
chant marine of the country is to a compen- 
sation for carrying the United States matis in 
American ships on the t ocean highways 
sufficient to result in the permanent estabiisb- 
mentof fast steamship lines. Itis not the cost 
of bullding the ships deters our capitalists 
from investing in lines of steamships. It is the 
impossibility of con by such lines, during 


the earlier years of their existence, with the 


lines already in successful operation and sus- 
tained by large annual payments from foreign 
Goveronents. 

Tue amounts paid by tle English Govern- 

ment during the year ending March 31, 1882, for 
foreign mail service, were $2,963,525; for home 
packet service, $527,500 (of which amount $429,- 
500 was for the rapid mail service between 
Kingstown, Ireland, and Holyhead); and for 
colonial contracts (Australia), $881,250, making 
in all 84.373.275. payments were in con- 
tinvation of a system under which England has 
paid as mail compensation to her steamship 
lines during the last fifteen years from $4,000,000 
to $6,000,000 annually. 
* The amounts paid by France in 1878 for for- 
eign mail service were $4,505,652. In 1879 
Austria paid $1,084,044, and Italy paid $1,593,214: 
while for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1880, the 
United States paid for foreign mail service only 
$196,684.08. 

* Only by the system of liberal compensation to 
dome lines for carrying the mails have other na- 

tions taken ou of the commercial waters 
of the worid, driven out the vessels of the 
United States, and destroyed their participation 
in the profits of the carrying trade. By this 
method only have these nations secured an 
auxiliary navy of great power and importance, 

compelling every steamship company receiving 
a mail contract to furnish ships built according 
to Governmental uirements and subiect to 
be taken for National use in time of war. 

“pl advise that Congress be asked to authorize 
advertisements for proposais and the execution 
of contracts with the lowest bidders for carry- 
ing the United States maiis for terms ot years 
from the principal home ports over the im 
tant ocean lines to foreign ports, iu fleet Ameri- 
can-built steamers, to be constructed under the 
supervision of the Government, adapted to 
naval use in time of war, commanded by naval 
otiicers, and subject in any emergencies to be 
taken possession of by the Government. Thi 
policy, and this alone, will again cover the com- 
mercial seas of the worid with vessels carrying 
the American flag, and furnish to the country a 
fleet of fast iron or steel steamships, which will 
be in facta part ot the navy; maintained at 
slight expense to the Government; increasing 
every day our trade and commercial prosperity ; 
and without which there will not long be a a 
Ot any considerable naval force.“ 

The report conciudes as foliows: 

“The criticisms and recommendations in this 
report are made with a sincere and earnest de- 
sire to prompote the success of the navy and the 
commercial interests of the country. If the 
naval establishment is not to be made effective 
ic should be discontinued, and the fifteen will- 
jens annually expended should be reserved to 
procure, in National emergencies, the assist- 
ance of foreign sbips and guns. If govern- 
mental measures are not soon adopted to pro- 
mote the carrying trade and to arrest the dis- 
appearance of American ships from the ocean 
we shall soon cease to be a seafaring people, 
shall not need to maintain a navy of our own, 
These are strong expressions, but they are justi- 
fied and required by the present condition of 
our naval and maritime interests.

„ When corn is 50 cents a bushel what does a 
galion of spirits cost you?” 

„ Twenty-five cents. You should understand 
that there are three distinct branches of this 
busipess—distiliers, com pounders, and rectifiers. 
The compounders squsetimes darken the spirits 
and®@ometimes soften them.” A 

“ What doa they use in coloring them? 

„ Browned sugar.” e 

* How is the. softening’ effect produced?” 

» By adding a little sirup. There is no impure 
element introduced. This talk of drugging and 
poisoning spirits is all nonsense.” 

“What is the stuff that makes men crazy 
drunk?" 

“It is bighwines reduced.with water. This is 
the vile compound whose sale all should be in- 
terested in putting an end to. You see all the 
fusii and grain oils are retained. The bad 

udlities which we remove by rectification und 

istillation are to be found inthe raw spirits. 
This you tind at the low groggeries, which we 
know should be closed, and which a high license 
would close. Yes, I favor a reduction of the 
duties on bighwines. The tax should be re- 
duced at least one-balf, and for my part I think 
25 cents a galion is duty enough. It sbould be 
just as low as the needs of the Government will 
warrant. I also favor a State law regulating 
wunbpicipal licenses I bave been in business since

In conclusion Mr. Abel said that be favored 
an extension of the bonded period.

NE PROMINENT RECTIFIER—

try. Fanaticism in power in all ages has proven 
tyrannical. Hecould not flatter bimseif that 
we had seen the last of this latest form /of 
fanaticism, but sincerely hoped that its power 
for evil bad passed away. The late elections 
were an unmistakable rebuke to this element in 
American politics; and it weuld be ‘better for 
the members of a party to defeat itself than to 
ride inte power on the wings of any such move- 
ment. Temporary success in this case would 
have been but the hectic flush which betokens 
a dangerous illness. In reply toa question by 
the reporter as whether distillers would be 
willing to unite to aid in a movement for the 
prevention of the manufacture of adulterated 
liquors, and the punishment of those who dealt 
in them, Mr. Greenhut stated that he was under 
the impression that there was already a law on 
our statute-books prohibiting the manufacture 
and sale of any kind of aduiterations; but, if 
there waa not, or if the statute-law on the sub- 
ject was not severe enough, be thought all dis- 
tillera would be in favor of such regulation, and 
aiso of the passage of measures looking to its 
strict enforcement. 

ADOLPH WOOLNER, 
of the firm of Woolner Bros., owners of two 
large distilleries, with a united capacity of 7,500 
bushels of grain daily, was next interviewed. 
He stated that be was most pouvey in favor 
of high license. It would do away with many of 
the evils now attendant on salvonkeeping by 
bringing forward a more respectabie class of 
saloonkeepers. There is nothing disrespectabie 
in saloonkeeping as a business, but the way in 
which many saloons are managed bas brought 
discredit on the business. He would not, bow- 
ever, favor each municipality tixing the price of 
the license. This was a matter which should be 
regulated by statutory enactment. He was in 
favor of a State law, Which should regulate not 


only the State livense. but the municipal as well. 


This license should ‘be graduated. He would 
favor the sum being placed at say $250 for the 
smaller places; inacity the sizeof Peoriu it 
would be weil ta make it as high as $500, and in 
Chicago the sum should be $1,000. The Prohibi- 
tion movement had undoubtedly had much to 
do with the defeat of the Republican party 
at the late elections No party could af- 
ford to carry an ism which pretended 
to regulate a man's stomach. The defeat, how- 
ever, had been so overwhelming and the lesson 
80 plain that no person could mistake its mean- 
ing. He thought the vauiting ambition of the 


probibition fanatics had overleaped itself, and 
tha 


t the movement was staid for a number of 
years at least. So long as there were cranks in 
the worid there would be a set of men who 
would want to regulate what othors should eat 
and drink; but the late rebuke was so severe 
that the ecotching of the serpent of fanaticism 
was a sore one, even thoygh the snake was not 
killed. He did oot think the liquor interest of 
the country would be in danger tora long time 
from a revival of this movement; and. as the 
march of the age tended to more perfect and 
unrestrained rsonal liberty, it might never 
asgume formidable proportions again. He 
thought the Republican party was to be con- 
gratulated on its defeat in the States in which 
prohibition ‘was made a portion of the load the 
party had to carry. The medicine it was 
compelled to take was bitter, bu he 
had no doubt it would bave a goad tonic effect. 
In ardto measures looking to the preven- 
tioh of the manufacture of adulterated liquors, 
and the punishment of those who deait in the 
spurious articles when manufacture), he de- 
— to express an opinion. This a matter 
whieh concesped the rectifiers exclusively. 
Aduiteration of liquors was not done by the 
manufacturers, but by the smaller retail deal- 
ers. The prevention of adulteration would 
assist the manufacturers, as the stoppage of the 
manutacture and sale of the adulterated 
liquors wouid increase the sale of the genuine 
articles. While Mr. Woolner declined to ex- 
press au opinion ow this subject, the whole tenor 
of bis remarks led Tun TRIBUNE representative 
to the impression that measures tending to the 
suppression of bogus liquors would uud no 
violent opponent in this large distiliing com- 


pany. 
MESSRS. C. S. CLARKE & Co., 


owners of a distillery with a capacity of 1,400 
busheis of grain daily, in response to an inquiry 
by Tun TRIBUNE reporter stated that they bad 
not made up their minds as to the advisability 
of increasing saloon licenses. It isa matter of 
considerable importance, involving the means 
of livetibood of alarge numberof peopie, and 
should not be acted on hastily. They did not 
think the extent and strength of the fanatical 
agitation of prohibition had been at all over- 
estimated, but thought its full power had been 
exerted in the last election, and hoped that its 
most menacing stare had passed. Its influence 
in tneir business, however, had been felt for the 
last six months. They thougbt the agitation of 
prohibition had defeated the Republicans in the 
late elections; and that, although notan active 
principle inthe politics ef this State, the in- 
tiuence of the party’s gubport of that measure 
in other States whe e snow bad formed its 
winding-sbeet had been fei bad much 
to do with the election in lilinois. The futility 
of the effort to legisiate for men’s appetites, 
however, had been so strongly shown in other 
Stites where it bad been tried under vastly more 
favorable circumstances, that they thought the 
sturdiest Probibition fanatics would be dis- 
couraged, and that the country would be safe 
from such another irruptive morement for ten 
years at least. The result had given the Re- 
publicans a lesson against interfering with the 
personal liberty of the people, which they would 
not be slow to understand and protit by. The 
result was the best thing that could have bap- 
pened for the distillery business. The Messrs. 
Clarke stroogly favored the enactment of 
stringent laws against the manufacture and sale 
of adulterated liquors. If people sold poison, 
let them label it poison; if they pretended to 
sell whisky, make them do so, and severely pun- 
ish those who were found guilty of dealing in 
or manufacturing adulterated articles.

porter—Mr. Wooiner, what do you think of 
the pro reduction of the tax oa whisky? 

Mr. Woolner—I am decidedly in favor ot a 
reduction. The present tax of 9 cents on an 
articie which enters so largely not only into the 
luxuries but the necessities of the physician, the 
mechanic, and persons of every avocation, is 
manifestly unjust. There are too many who 
look on this tax as exclusively a tax on luxuries. 
Whisky in tus various forms is a necessity of hu- 
maaity,a valuable medicine, a powerful preserv- 
ative, and au overpowering necessity to the me- 
chanic and artist. There is no necessity of retain- 
ing tif present tax, as there is not even the poor 
excuse of tbe Government needing it for carry- 
— its necessary machinery. 

eporter—What do you think would de a 
proper tax? 

Mr. Woolner—The tax, I think, should be re- 
duced to 25 cents. At this figureit would stiil 
pay the leading tax of tne country. The day is 
not far distant, I think, when the tax should be 
and willj be removed entirely from distiliers’ 
products; but ldo not think the time has yet 
come. 

Reporter—Then you would not favor the total 
abolinon of the tax at the present time? 

Mr. Woolner—I think a reduction to the sum

at the present time, and would fully meet the 
approbation of distillers. 

porter—Do you think it will be done at the 
present session of Congress? 

Mr. Woolner—I think if the reduction is made 
—and I also think it will be—it cannot be dove 
too quickly. Prolonged agitation and discussion 
of the subject in the halls of Congress can only 
lead to complications in the trade. 

Mr. Woolner further stated that he would be 
op to any reduction of the tax at all un- 
less it could be done quickly and without dis- 
cussion. 
: C. & CLARKE, 
of the distillery firm of Clarke Bros., on bei 
interviewed, briefly stated that he was oppos 
to any changein the exist tax. The whisky 
business was naturally subjected to many 
fluctuations, caused by overproduction and 
other causes, but the ory pre change which a 
beavy reduction or total abolition of the tax 
would cause would be most disastrous to tne 
interests of distillers. The change beretofore 
made in the tax had resuited in the acquiring 
of great fortunes to a iew who bad been in the 
secret, but it dad been at the expense of the 
general trade. The people who had to pay the 
tax could well afford to so, and if would un- 
doubdtedly be better for the distillers than any 
sudden or violent change in the present tax. 

Reporter—What are your views, Mr. Clark 
in regard to the extension of the ed period 

Mr. Clarke—I am opposed to any extension of 
the bonded period for whisky now in pond. I 
do not think there is any probabliity of any 
great amount of whisky being shippea, brought 
back, end again placed in bond. 

As to the extension of the bondea riod for 
liquors placed in bonded warenou ereafter, 
be would not undertdke to say. e would not 
favor such a measure.

r. Zell—More spirits would be used for scien- 
tific, medical, and mechanical purposes than 
now, while, as a beverage, its use would not be 
materially increased. in former years, when 
there was a low tax, 33 per cent of the product 
went for useful purposes. Now, under higher 
tuxes, the proportion so used has dwindled down 
to 5 per cent. 

Reporter—How much of a reduction do you 
think should take place? 

Mr. Zeli—I would favor a reduction to Necents. 
With its increased uses, as I have stated, the 
Government would derive nearly as much reve- 
nue as at present. This has always proved the 
case when excessive taxes have been reduced, 
and in respect to distilled spirits has been dem- 
onstrated clearigin this country. During Jobn- 
son's Administration, in 1866, when the tax was 
raised to $2, the yearly revenue from this 
source was $13,000, In 1868, at the beginn 
of Grant’s term, when it was reduced to 
cents, witha small additional spevial tax, the 
amount of revenue was swelled to $50,000,000. 
Of course, under the present system of taxing 
distilled spirits almost any amount could be 
collected, but it is not demanded, and far from 
needed by the Government.

gard to the probable effects of placing li- 
censes at a high rate; their feeling in regard 

to the prohibition movement, with special 
reference to the action of Republican voters on 
the question at the late elections; and what 
sentiments they hold in regard to the propo- 
sition to combine to prevent the manufact- 
ure and sale of adulterated liquors, wines, 

and beers. 

The brewing interest of Milwaukee is one 
of its most potential business factors, and 
the managers and proprietors are therefore 
men of considerable weight, and whose views 
upon the public questions of the day, when 
they can be obtained in extenso, are*charac- 
terized by a large degree of intelligence and 
torethought. 

THE SCHLITZ BREWING COMPANY. 

At the office of the Schlitz Brewing Com- 
pany Mr. August Uehlein was encountered. 
He readily engaged in conversation regard- 
ing the past and present prospects of the bus- 
iness. The Schlitz company is an immense 
establishment and its business covers all the 
babitabie portions of the continent. The last 
year, Mr. Ueblein said, dad been marked by a 
large increase in the manutacture, but the sale 


bad not been what was eapected, owing to the 

short and cool summer. For the year to come 

he could say that he thought none of the beer- 

manufacturers in the United States would muke 

any money. 

* — you advance the price of beer by the 
rrei?”’ 

We certainly should get more; but whether 
the price will be raised or not 1 cannot say. 
Even shouid the bop-crop of '82 be abundant, it 
will vot belp this winter's or next summers 
manufacture, since it will not be fit to use until 
the middie of next September.” 

„Will the bigb price of hops induce adultera- 
tion on the part of the brewers asan offset to 
the use of bops?”’ 

» With us it will not,” said the manager em- 
phatically. * Why, sir, Lwouid rather a great 
deal make and sell the beer for the whole com- 
ing year at first cost than resort to the use of 
coculus indicus or any of the other ingredients 
that are said to be used as a substitute for hops. 
Our reputation has been too dearly bought to 
fritter it away in any such manner as that.“ 

Do vou think that any of the Milwaukee 
brewers use deleterious substances in the man- 
ufracture of beer!“ 

„Well, now, while asa matter of course my 
time and attention are taken up in attending to 
our immense business, and not in watching our 


neighbors, I must candidly say that I ao not 


think any of our brewers adulterate. I tell you 
they ali have a pride in the justly high and na- 
tionally wide reputation of Milwaukee beer, and 
they have all hada hand in building it up. I 
read of adulteratious by the use of glucose in 
New York and elsewhere, but 1 do not kuo to 
what extent it is carried on.“ , 

“Would you favor an associated movement 
looking to the detection and punishment of such 
as are guiity of aduiterating?”’ 

“l would most assurediy. It cannot result 
otherwise than to benefit those of us who are 
carrying on business upon the bouest basis of 
giv an equivaient for vaiue received.” 

Welt, now that the ‘temperance’ Gov. St. 
Jonn of Kansas has been retired to private life, 
your Western trade will revive, 1 presume, as- 
sisted by the fact that in lowa the Prohibitor 
law was found to be inoperative or-inadequate?”’ 

Neither Gov. St. Jon vor the lowa laws 
ever interfered with our business. On the con- 
trary, our sules last year in that country Were 
largely in excess of ony previous season.” 

* Do you consider, in the light of the verdict 
wen by the people of Kansas and the courts of 
owa, that the Republicans are still inimical to 

the brewing interest?’ . 

They have certainiy shown themselves so 
where they have bad the chance. The result in 
Kansas does not show that the extremists are 
any whit less pronounced, but that they are 
numerically in the minority?’ 

„Ho do you look upon the proposed scheme 
of the Mayor bere to raise saioon-licenses to

about 60 cents. He makes thus an bonest but 
scanty living; whereas, if he is driven out of

In 
fact, Ido not know what they could use, nor 
how they could do it, without being detected.
